ous  to  their  death  were  in  fellowship  with  the  said 
Convention  of  the  Stale  of  New  York,  which  Mode¬ 
rator  and  Clerk  forthe  time  being  with  three  Laymen 
lo  be  chosen  by  the  Conveiuion,  shall  constitute  a 
cnmmiiteeof  Trust  eestoiakecharge  of  ibasaid  fund, 
which  they  shall  keep  invested  as  aforesaid,  to  re¬ 
ceive  applications  for  relief,  ascertain  the  situation 
oi  the  applicants,  collect  the  income  arising  from
